Construction of Through Tele- 
phone Line Between Edmonton 
and Calgary Commenced. 


With a programme of telephone ex- 
tensions planned throughout the = pro- 
vinee, which will be fully, if not more 
comprehensive than that carried out 
last year, the provincial telephone de- 
partment have) commeneed on their 
work for the season, with the starting 
of the new through line from Edmonton 
to Calgary and Lethbridge, 

The new through line will provide 
direct and uninterrupted connection be- 
tween the three eities. The line for- 
merly in use, was connected with all 
j towns en route, and made it almost im- 
possible to handle all long distance 
over the one trunk, Upon comple- 
tion of the new line there will be prac- 
tically two long distance trunks in op- 
jeration, making it possible to handle 
more business. 

Extonsion to Entwistle. 

The telephone west of Edmonton is 
to be extended as far as Entwistle, on 
the G. T. P., 60 miles west of the city, 

this summer, and this extension will be 
ready for use fairly early in the sum- 
mer. Next year itis expected that the 
extension wilh be earried on to Edson, 
The line is now in operation as far as 
Wobamunm., 

It is now intended to.extend the line 
ito Alhabasea Landing this summer, Al- 
though there is considerable demand 
for a line at the Landing, there is not 
any business en route to warrant the 
fextension of the dine northward. 
There is a large tract of country over 
which the line would have to be ecar- 
ried, where there would be no busi- 
ness,

ADVERSE DECISION 
FOR GOVERNMENT 


Blg Frauds In Alaska Coal Lands Al- 
leged—Question of Forelgn Corpor- 
ations’ Right to Hold Claims. 


Seattle, April 10.—The government 
yesterday lost its first case in the ef- 
fort to punish the alleged fraudulent 
locators of Alaska coal lands. Judge 
Hanford, in the United States district 
court, in overruling the motion to in- 
struot the jury to acquit Messrs. Chas. 
F. Mundy, Earl E. Siegley and Archie 
Shields, sustained all the vital points 
contended for by the defendants. 

The ground on which the judge re- 
fused to grant the motion to acquit was 
not raised by counsel for either side in 
the suit, but by the judge himself. 

The lands in question are the ‘Eng- 
lsh” or ‘Sir Edward Stracey group.” 
They are the most valuable coal lands 
in the world, being even richer tban 
Cunningham claims. Estimates of their 
value range from one hundred million 
dollars to a much larger sum. 

The defendants, together with Mr. 
Algernon Stracey, a brother of Sir Ed- 
ward Stracey, were indicted at Tacoma 
last fall, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. Mr. Stracey re- 
mained in Vancouver, B. C., and avoided 
arrest. Trial of the case was begun 
last Tuesday. After the jury had been 
completed counsel for the defendants 
moved for instruction to the jury to 
acquit the defendants. 

The argument of tne attorneys for 
the defendants was based almost en- 
firely on the contention that the 1904 
jaw applied to Alaska coal elaims, ib- 
stead of the general land law of 1878, 
while the attorneys for the government 


of 1873 should be read into the law of 
1904. 
Inasmuch as the law of 1904 in terms 


was not illegal for defendants to agree 
to assign their coal claims, 
a legal act. 
counsel! contended that if it is legal for 
a locator to assign his claim, 


many of such assignments as he can pay 


from the indictment upon which de- 
fendants were indicted. 

The court's decision today sustained 
all the contentions of the defendants, 
but raised a new one in the following 
words. “A foreign corporation cannot 
lawfully acquire or hold a coal claim

CROWN PRINCE OF 
GERMANY GIVEN AN 
IMPORTANT POST 


Berlin, April 44,—After. four years 
as commander of the Imperial infantry 
Guard at Potsdamt—he Kaiser's Body- 
guard — the Crown Prince becomes 
commander of the cerresponding cay- 
alry regiment, the famous “Deaths' 
Head Hussars," at Danzig. His im- 
perial father’s choice of so distant a 
post surprises military cireles in Ger- 
many, as it was thought certain the 
new command would be, if not in Pots- 
dam itself, at one of the next most de- 
sirable stations, Hanover or Breslau. 
The Crown Prince and his family will 
not live in Danzig town, but in Lang- 
fubr, where a large villa has been 
rented, Here the heir to the throne 
will reside, not on a court footing, 
but as an ordinary general, and will 
have few social interests apart from 
those of his command. Meantime the 
marble’ palace, the Crown Prince's 
home in Potsdam, will be kept up with 
a view to occasional visits from Danzig 
and its eventual re-occupation when 
the present command expires at the 
end of two or three years. 


END OF FAMOUS OLD PLAYHOUSE, 


New York, April 14.—The old Thalia 
Theater on the Bowery, the oldest and 
at one time the most famous playhouse 
in New York, was put up for sale at 
public auction today to wind up the 
William Kremer estate, owners of the 
property. The Thalia was practically 
destroyed by fire four times and each 
time it was rebuilt and opened within 
ninety days. It was the first theater 
in the world to be lighted by gas. The 
house was the scene of Edwin Forrest's 
first appearance as a tragedian in 1876; 
of Malibran’s last appearance in Ameri- 
a, in 1827; of Charlotle Cushman’s de- 
but as Lady Macbeth, in 1886; and of 
the first production of “London Assur- 
ance,” in 4842, In 1879 the building 
was acquired by William Kremer, own- 
er of the Atlantic Gardens, next door, 
fand made into a German theater. Of 
late years the house has been given 
over exclusively to Yiddish drama,
